MINERALS AND MANUFAC- 
TURES OF THE SOUTH. 

The Committee on Manufcectures and 
Mining of the late Convention did not 
submit a report. They asked for and 
They 
merely. recommended that the Con- 
vention, as it did, recommend: to the 
Government the establishment of a 
bureau of manufactures and mining, 
and endorse the resolutions of Mr. 
McCoo, of Alabama, suggesting that 
the States of the South exempt capi- 
tal invested in manufactures from tax- 
ation of any kind foraterm of years. 
The gentlemen comprising the Com- 
mittee felt that the time allotted for 
the sitting of the Convention would 
not permit a report, such as the manu- 
facturing and mining interests of 
the South demanded. They, there- 
fore, asked for farther time, 
which they propose to use mainly in 
the collection of statistics and facts as 
to the great mineral resources of the 
South, as yet but partially developed, 
and of which the country Knows so 
little. Gen. Pau.uips, of Georgia, 
claims for hisState, and the same belt 
running through Alabama, Tennessee, 
the Carolinas, and into Virginia, min- 
erals—gold, iron, copper—equal. to 
that of any’ other portion of the 
globe; and facilities for manufactures 
unsurpassed. That the Committee 
composed of men of great practical 
knowledge, from the various States of 
the Union, might judge of his state- 
ments from actual observation, be

and arrested the manufacturer. 
While on his way to this city with 
the prisoner, the Assessor was set 
upon by aband of the former cem- 
panions of ex-membcrs of 
HwvuRst’s regiment and all good Union 
men,who released the prisoner after the 
perpetration of an outrage against the 
peace and dignity of the State.

Great Speech of Hon. E. M. Yerger, of 

Mississippi, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on immigration, Before the 
“Commercial Convention. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention: 

I have the honor to repert the followin 
resolutions from the Committee on Immi- 
gration: 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved by this Convention, composed 
chiefly of delegates from the Southern and 
Southwestern States, which embrace a terri- 
tory of upwards of eight hundred square 
miles, larger than the aggregate area of 
Great Britain, France, Prussia and Aws- 
tra, possessing natural advantages une- 
qualled in any portion of the world, That 
itis the fnterest and the desire of our peo- 
ple to throw open our doors to the world 
and to inyite the industrious and weil- 
disposed of every land and country, and 
especially those of our own race, to cast 
in their lot with us, to co-operate in the 
development of our unrivaled resources 
and facilities, agricultural, manufacturing 
‘and mineral; to unite with us in filing up 
the vast area of ourterritory with an in- 
telligent, peaceful and prosperous popula- 
tion. 
Resolved, That to all those who come 
among us for a proper purpose, and with 
the intention of engaging inthe honest 
pursuits of industry, we tender a most 
cordial welcome, and the assurance that 
they will receive and enjoy equally with 
us the protectins Saas the law affords to 
the rights of person and property, and 
will command the respect and kindly as- 
sistance and sympathy of our people.

There are some few relicts of the cele- 
brated Micawber school who, utterly dis- 
carding the doctrine of free agency in es- 
tablishing the wealth of a nation, are 
eternally predicting the failure ot enlight- 
ened emg oe and who are of the opin- 
ion when t 
thought that immigration will come in 
good time unsolicited and without eneour- 
agement. These are the millstones hung 
about the neck of a nation—crumbling 
pillars of earth interspersed among the 
polished shafts and solid columns of em- 
pire. It isa crime to permit chance to 
decide the fate of a great nation. very 
citizen should be ambitions to throw the 
weight of his intelligence in the scale of 
his country’s glory. It is this indeed 
whieh makes ambition virtue. _ 

Our population in 1860 was over thirty- 
one millions, and has increased every de- 
cade since 1800 at the rate of over thirty- 
five per cent., almost in exact ratio with 
the tide of immigration. ‘The same regu- 
lar increase, which has been sustained for 
sixty years, will give us in the year 1900 a 

opulation of one hundred and five mil- 

ions. Immigration flows tothe United 
States at the rate of three millions every 
decade, It is estimated by official statis- 
tical reports that the average productive 
industry of every emigrant equals $1000, 
Sowe havein thisshort space of time, 
from this source alone, the enormous sum 
of $3,000,000,000 added to our wealth, which 
is independent of the gold and silver coin 
brought here by these people, which has 
been officially reported an average of 
eighty dollars each, or $240,000,000 in ten 
years, 
The Commissioners of Immigration at 
Castle Garden depot, in the city of New 
York, report 213,686 arriving at that port 
during the year 1868, Of this number 
only 5717 sought permanent homes in the 
Southern States,or not one-fortieth of the 
number. ‘This is doubtless a fair average 
of all European immigrants, who seek 
homes in the country. 

Will the South longer remain idle and 
permit the enterprise of the North to ap- 
propriate such an undue share of this 
great strength and wealth, or shall we 
tarn this tide by concerted action, and 
with the simple exhibition of truth put 
to shame the intrigues of Northern rail- 
combinations, silence the 
plaudits of the drummers and trumpcters 
of Northern land kings? I repeat it, gen- 
tlemen, it is criminal to remain idle at this 
hour.

Her 
warrior philosopher, Zenophon, recogniz- 
ing the power of free commerce to enrich 
and civilize the world, offered high seats 
of honor in all the public spectacles to 
her enterprising merchants and men dis- 
tinguished in the commerce of the seas. 
Salamis and Platea are honorable and 
glorious records of the splendor of her 
arms.

Rome emulated the example of Greece,

WOOD MANUPACTORIFS. 


Our magnificent forests are being now 
regarded as the source of great wealth. 
Some of the older States are now drawing 
their supplies from their younger sisters. 
The South presents facilities for all kinds 
of wooden manufacture beyond competi- 
tion. According to the census report, there 
are in the United States sixty-six occupa- 
tions depending on wood for a support, 
employing near a half million of souls, 
and representing in their families 2,000,000 
of persons, It requires no prophet to fore- 
tell the final home of a majority of these 
artizans. Right here 1 will point you to 
the inestimable valne of our forests and 
coal fields, 


WEALTH OF SOUTHERN FORESTS AND COAL 
FIELDS, 


Population will follow cheap fuel. Our 
inexhaustible coal beds and splendid for- 
ests are by no means the least attractive 
feature in that world of wealth held in the 
soilof the South. Many parts of the Uni- 
ted States, and irmmense tracts of country 
in the old world, including Alpine Europe, 
are threatened with desolation in the loss 
of their luxuriant forests. As cheap fuel 
embraces the happiness and prosperity of 
every nation and occupation, people will 
seek that happiness and prosperity where 
fuel is more abundant.” The South pre- 
sents facilities for a more complete divis- 
ion of labor -than any country on the 
globe. Cheaper bread, cheaper fuel, cheap- 
er houses and cheaper transportation ( fn 
our power to alford) are exciting the won- 


mense virgin forests, generally regarded 
as comparatively worthless since the abo- 
lition of slavery, are really the substra- 
tum of the future wealth and glory of the 
South. Each succeeding year adds value 
to those forests, and when we contemplate 
the immense consumption of wood-by the 
mechanical industry of the country, for 
fuel, railroad building, steam vessels, 
founderies, and factories of every descrip- 
tion, the question of wood assumes an 
importance second to none among the in- 
dustrial resources of the South. Instead 
of ruthlessly destroving this great ele- 
ment of wealth, limitless though it ap- 
pears to be, we should begin to look to its 
reproduction. This suabject has been 
wisely considered by some of the North- 
ern States. Kansas remits taxation on all 
planted forests, and pays a bonus of two 
dollars annually on.every acre so planted. 
New Yorkin 1865 chartered a company 
for the purpose of experimenting in this 
business. ‘These precautions are full of 
wisdom and in keeping with the warnings 
of profound thinkers in the eld and new 
world. The celebrated Bernard Pelissy 
of France, expressing his indignation at 
the reckless destruction of wood, said he 
not only regarded it as an error, but asa 
calamity to all France—for when forests 
shall be exhausted, all arts shall cease, 
and those who practice them shall ‘be 
driven out toeat grass, like Nebuchednez- 
zarand the beasts of the field. He as- 
serted, also, that there was no art that 
could do without wood, The great mind 
of Mirabeau gave this matter investiga- 
tion, and he thought France, as a national 
measure of safety, should retain at least 
one-third of her land in wood, It is 
stated as an illustration of the immense 
constimption of wood, that a single gun 
factory in Europe consumed 28,000 walnut 
trees in two years to supply gun-stocks 
for the American market. 
COAL. 

The black diamonds of America—the 
inexhaustible coal beds of the South—is 
another source of great wealth and attrac- 
tion to Furopeans. The statesmen of Eng- 
land look with more dread to the gradual 
consumption of their coal beds than a 
violent disruption of the Government. 
The one is a slow death, the other at worst 
but anarchy. Mr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Bright have very pointedly exhibited their 
fears,and the London Times, in arecent 
editorial, says: ‘‘ England must look be- 
yond this century. In three generations 
the coal of this island, which lies within 
four thousand feet of the surface, will be 
exhausted. Our population will follow 
coal wherever it is to be found.” 

How grandly layish nature has been in 
the bestowal of her richest gifts upon our 
chosen land. Whilst England is trem- 
bling as she reaches down four thousand 
feet to grasp her main suppert, we contem- 
plate serenely the immense carboniferous 
groups which greet us from the banks of 
every river—springing eagerly from the 
soiltogladden our heartsand enrich our 
homes, 

DEPRECIATION OP LANDS. 

There isa general depreciation in the 
price of lands throughout the South, and 
according to the report of J. R. Dodge, 
Esq.,to Hon. Horace Capron, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, upon the special 
statistics of farm resources and products, 
it is shown that the average depreciation 
of farm lands in Mississippi is sixty-five, 

r eent, compared with the valuation in 
1860. In Tennessee the depreciation is not 
so great—forty and fifty rer cent. is about 
the average decline. Throughout the South 
it is surmised the decline is about sixty 
per cent. Insome parts of Mississippi 
the deeline has been fully seventy-five per 
cent. I think this latter is abont the gen- 
feral average, DeSoto county is so report- 
ed. Only one-third of the area of cleared 
lands have ever been incultlivation at the 
same time. Mississippi, the greatest cot- 
ton State, produced in 1859, 1,202,507 bales. 
We can easily double or triple this pro- 
duction if labor can be commanded. In 
arable and fertile lands Mississippi stands 
first among the Southern States. In 1859 
she produced 215,552 bales of cotton nfore 
than any other State—Alabama next, and 
Georgia third. Having produced one- 
fourth of the entire cotton crop, she is en- 
titled to he called the Queen of the South. 
The magnificent resources of the South, 
as well as our system of labor, made us 
indifferent heretofore to emigration. We 
must now take advantage of the God-send, 
and welcome all men—whether hailing 
from New England, Asia or Africa—who 
come in good faith to promote the general 
welfare. 

In regard to grasses, the experiments of 
Col. Nathan Adams, well known to the 
citizens of Memphis, have proved that 
two and a half tons of hay per acre can be 
gathered from the uvlands of the South, 
and that clover and timothy grow luxu- 
riantly in this climate. He has grown 
blue grass forty-two inches high. Thomas 
B. Craighead, of Arkansas, raised four and 
a half tons of timothy and herd’s grass to 
the acre on swamp lands, — 


COOLIF LABOR, 


I am satisfied that this element of labor 
will soon be introduced into the: South 
much more extensively thanever. Expe- 
riments in Cuba have proved that Coolie 
labor is six times more remunerative 
than slave labor on that island.. Experi- 
ments in California show that they are 
faithful and hardworking, and adapted to 
all kinds of labor. The largest woolen 
manufactory in California employs suc- 
cessfully Coolie labor alone.

This diserimina- 
tion is based npon the inevitable appre 
ciation of land, and the possible deprecis- 
tion of the national currenry. 

All lands subscribed to be received «: 
their present market valuation, reduced 
to a gold basis. Lands may be valued by 
subscribers, subject to the approval of the 
directory. A. maximum and minimurn 
price to be established, and it should he 
understood that the value and titles of al! 
lands subscribed shall be satisfactory to 
the board of directors in the differen: 
States, before their company shall be un- 
der any obligations to accept the same. 

Fee simple titles of land to be made in 
exchange for the stock of the company, 
and all the necessary expense in securing 
satisfactory proof of titles to be borne by 
subscribers, except in speial cases, when 
such expenses may be advanced hy the 
eompany, and deducted withinterest from: 
the first dividend, to reimburse the eom- 
pany for such outlay. 

It should be the poliey to encouray: 
large neighborhood subscriptions. The 
land subseribed to be resurveyed, and laid 
off in lots or tracis not less than fort, 
acres, the alternate lots or traets to he re- 
served for future disposal. All lands 
the companies should be graduated or re- 
valued, dnd sold to the emigrani at the 
very lowest price possible. They should 
be mapped, with full descriptions, and 
FIXED PRICES, and sold’ on long time, say 
five years, with small cash advanee, or fo: 
cash. The cash buyer should reeeive a dis- 
count of at least ten per cent., or fixed 
prices. In special cases no cash advanre 
to be made, and the interest on deferred 
payments not to exceed six per cent, 

A commissioner of immigration for Lu- 
rope and a home commissioner, with al! 
necessary assistants, should be appointed 
by the States or the cvoinpanies ito superii- 
tend reception depots and direct emigrs- 
tion. Both commissioners should act in 
econeert and under the cirection of the 
companies, 

A laborexchange should be opened a: 
all depots of reception established by the 
company, for the pnrpose of providing 
situations for artisans, mechanics, house 
servants and common lIaborers, Con- 
nected with this there showtld be a burean 
of information where intelligence may be 
received by immigrants ofthe homes of 
friends and relatives already inthe United 
States, | 

Contemplating a great success, founded 
upon a great necessity, it is designed in 
the future to invest the capital and funds 
of the company in Mississippiin the bonds 
and shares of railroad companies, ani! 
in purchase of lands for locating town 
sites and other purposes, and other public 
and private securies, Which, being placed 
in Europe or elsewhere, may be held or 
sold as the basis of a eredit, enabling us 
to make advances to immigrants, farmers, 
planters and others upon terms more fu 
vorable than usyally made by banks. 

The companies to he authorized to re- 
ceive or hod on deposit or in trust, any 
estate or property, real or personal, _in- 
cluding notes, bonds, maney or accounts, 
and to deal in exchange, foreign or domes- 
tic, and by a concentration of capital anid 
eredit under proper regulations, the com- 
panies will be enabled to give profitable 
investment to labor, and aid in the devel- 
opment of the agricultural, manufactur- 
ing, mining andother industrial resources 
of the Southern States. 

Capital stock to consist of shares of on: 
hundred dollars each, tifty per cent. to be 
appropriated and used as active capiial, 
and fifty per cent. safely invested as a re- 
serve fund for the payment of all contin- 
gent liabilities. 

Remission of taxation, past due, on all 
lands subseribed, and exemption from 
taxation of the lands of the company fo: 
a period of twenty-five years, or tntil 
actual settlement; then, as a further in- 
ducement to purchasers to exempt such 
lands from taxation for five years after 
purchase, as wellas all the assets of th. 
company. 

Communication direct with Europe, t. 
be first opened, probably through th: 
Bremen and Baitimore line of steamers. 
It is expected that the advantages offered 
will seeure such large subscriptions 
through the branches in the different 
States as will enable the associations to 
establish their own line of ree in 
which case reception bureaus will 
tablished at New Orleans, Norfolk, Vir.

The charter granted by the State of Mis- 
sissippi is co-operative in its privileges 
and intentions. It is believed that a de- 
elared success in will result is: 
the adoption of our plans by all the South- 
ern States—cach State with its home man- 
agement, contemplating a co-operativ: 
union, The charter will undergo sneu 
modifications and amendments as loealit, 
and experience may suggest. The central 
office will be opened in Jackson, Mis=., 
contemplating agencies in all the North 
ern and Western States, and branches in 
all the Southern States and in Europe.

May 2, 1869. 


Ts Col. 8S. B. Jones, Sup't Memphis and, 
Louisville Railroad: 

When my train arrived at Milan 
to-night, it was surrounded by fifteen 
or twenty masked men, and the engi- 
neer, Frank Van Vlietch, was told by 
them if he moved antil they gave him 
orders, he would be instantly killed. 
The cause scems to be, from what I 
could ascertain from the citizens, as 
follows: Some days ago, Mr. Robert 
Hahn, Assistant Internal Revenue 
Assessor, learned that one ‘Marion 
Holder, was distilling whisky without 
paying the révenue tax, in the vicinity 
of Scull-bone, about twelve miles from 
Milan. Hahn then made an effort to 
arrest him, but Holder’s friends re- 
fused to allow him to be arrested. 
The matter was left in this shape until 
yesterday, (Friday) when Holder 
came to Milan on some _ business, 
whereupon Hahn had him arrested by 
the Constable of the district, instruct- 
ing the Constable to forward him to 
Memphis for safe keeping and trial. 
Holder wasthen placed under thecare 
of Hahn, who was furnished with a 
guard, Hahn, as he said to me after- 
wards, fearing that Holder’s friends 
would attempt a rescue, and to avoid 
any difficulty with his prisoner, took 
the evening train for McKenzie 
where he met the westward bound 
train and came back to Milan, where 
the train was stopped and Holder 
taken from him under the following 
circumstances: 

As soon as the train stopped at 
Milan, several men, disguised in 
black dominoes and masks, jump 
on the engine, with cocked pistols 
in their hands, and warned the 
engineer not to move at the peril 
of his Another party, 
also armed and disguised like the 
others, went through’ the cars, pre- 
ceded by a railroad employee, (whom 
he had forced into service) bearing 
a lantern and searching for Holder. 
Not finding him, he came _ out 
and commenced shouting Holder’s 
name, The latter thenanswered from 
the baggage car, around which the 
whole party, with the exception of the 
guards on the engine, then rallied, 
and one ofthem attempted to go in, 
when 2 shot was fired from within, 
striking him in the breast and wound- 
ing him, how severely, is not known. 
A general fire was then poured into 
the baggage car by the maskers. 

I then called tothe men that they 
would kill the mail agent and express 
messenger, ifthey continued their at- 
tacks upon the car, and if they would 
cease firing, I would go in and get the 
man out, which I did, and as I put 
him out, during the confusion and 
excitement, the party took him in 
charge. 

I then gave the engineer a signal to 
start the train immediately, which he 
did, and the train proceeded on its 
way. The aboye is a fullreport of the 
affair, as nearly accurate as I can 
make it.

In addition to the above, and the 
facts given yesterday, we learn the 
following particulars ofthe affair, from 
a prominent citizen of Milan, who 
witnessed it, and who is cognizant of 
all the facts in the ease. 

Holder, our informant says, is pro- 
prietor ofan illicit distillery situated 
at Skull-bone, a place about twelve 
miles from Milan, between North 
Gibbon and Trenton. He is known 
as a bitter denouncer of “‘rebels,’’ a 
‘‘damner’’ of Democrats, and a loyal 
leaguing, anti-cuclux Radical, of the 
blackest stripe. The party making 
the rescue are all well-Known men of 
the same stripe, being the same party 
that murdered the Flippins’ several 
weeks since. 
one of them Were members of Holt’s 
company, Sixth (6th) Tennessee, 
Union Regiment.

THE SCANLON MURDER. 
Conclusion of -the Testimony. 
Verdict of the Coroner's Jury, 


At three o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, the Corone®’s jury in the case of 
the murder of Scanlon, on Saturday 
night, assembled at Nan Maginnis’, 
on Main street near the Overton, to 
conclude the hearing of the evidence 
inthe case.

Scanlon, came to his 
death by a pistol ball in the hands of 
some unknown person, standing on 
the staircase in the house of Nan Ma- 
ginnis, on Main street, Memphis.”’ 

This verdict being rendered, all par- 
ties hitherto held in durance were re- 
leased, and Mr. King, whom the tes- 
timony went to show had nothing 
whatever to do in the matter, was 
warmly congratulated by his friends. 

This ends the case for the present, 
and the, murder still remains en- 
wrapped in the most profound mys- 
tery, which, however, we hope will 
ere long be cleared up.
